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WHAT STABILITY? 
3; Now. 

Stability in the Far East is 
described as the goal of Japanese 
policy. This has recently been 
reaffirmed by Dr. Yotaro 
Sugimuri in conversation with 
this journal. It_ is also the 
burden of semi-official Japanese 
tatements. It finds expression 
in the arguments of most chroni- 
clers of current events in this 
part of the world Stability 
nowadays is difficult to define. 
Quest of it may be claimed b; 
Herr Hitler’s henchmen as the; 
strive to eliminate formal opposi- 
tion. Mr. Franklin Roosevelt is, 
Just’ now, leaving ‘bankers. 
guessing in'the name of stability. 
So the fact that Dr. Sugimuri 
whose diplomatic position is 
marked by more freedom than 
responsibility—has learnt from 
his Geneva experiences the 
value of a topical eatchword is 
not surprising. Justice to Japan 
demands the comment that the 
preoccupations of the rest of the 
‘world in fianeial turmoil centringe 
in Europe could not fairly be 
regarded as imposing on the Far 
East a placid acquiescence in 
temporary negleet. Geographi- 
cally, politically and nationally, 
Japan has more concern with the 
state of Far Eastern affairs than 
any other nation. Consequently 
her insistence on stability here 
is Togical and natural. No 
useful purpose is presently. 
served by retracing the ground 
of recent controversy. Tt is 
sufficient to observe that the 
Instability over which Japan is 
fo anxious to-day seems to 
derive no little of its persistence 
from the train of events since 
September, 1981, In that fateful 
month Japan ‘abandoned her 
poliey of co-operation with the 
others powers in the Far Fast. 
She may have had, in her own 
eyes, admirable reasons for that 
step'and the other breaks which 
it entailed. ‘The fact remains 
that even if Japan herself has 
gained in solidarity and stability 
points which no doubt the 
observer will be ready to concede 
—the same qualities have not 
remarkably shown themselves. 
even in those places on account 
of which Japan's solicitude for 
stability was expressly stirred. 
When therefore observation of 
the problems of the Far East 
tends to invite co-operation with 
Japan as the apostle of stability 
it is important to consider the 
nature of the stability con- 
templated. Tt is also important 
to note that Japan herself is not 
too clear on the point. 

Without attaching undue signi- 
fieance to the remarix of a 
diplomatist in Dr. Sugimari’s 
enviable position, it will be re~

It is true that 
the disunity of the rest of China 
prevents appropriate measures in 
remedy of this erosion. It is also 
true that on Japan’s side there 
seems to be no guarantee that 
the responsibilities hitherto nc- 
ented can be kept entirely with- 
in the bounds of Tokyo’s own 
sense of proportion. These de- 
ductions imply no reproach of 
Japan for reproach is impossible

and in the machinery devised to 
handle economic problems. Nor 
is it necessary to press impor- 
tunately for the revision of with- 
drawals which have lately been 
taken as the text for preaching 
the League's impotence or turpi- 
tude. Mr, Eden's specific reference 
to Germany's position was signi 
ficant in its “quiet, confidence 
“The situation, no doubt, will be 
redeemed”, No discerning sup- 
porter of the League idea ean be 
80 foolish as to hold that condi- 
tions, at times, may not make the 
straining of loyalties difficult. 
Human organisations are liable 
fo human weaknesses and human 
error. Both are reparable but 
neither justifies a despairing 
[sabotage ‘of the machine, Per- 
haps, in the enthusiasm’ of its 
early years, the League caught 
too readily ‘the volatile attention 
of the amateur statesman. Now. 
when it has to face the growing 
pains of adolescence, the skilled 
diplomatist rather than the eager 
zealot_is the better minister to 
its efficiency. That is a matter 
for consideration and. adjustment 
in the light of experience. 
Prophets alone can say whe- 
ther the crisis through which the 
world is passing has reached the 
height of its severity or whether 
it will be succeeded, after a tem- 
orary’ recoil by an even worse 
islocation of civilisation’s plan. 
Statesmen are not prophets. The 
wise commentator avoids’ pro- 
phecy. It is, however, pertinent 
fo point out that the League 
with the whole fabric of inter- 
national co-operation—is being 
tested by conditions of extreme 
rigour. Mr. Eden’s calm accept- 
ance of that ordeal is, welcome; 
it ranges Great Britain on the 
side of the evolutionists, when 
raging through the world to- 
day, the revolutionists are 
attempting to hoist their stan- 
dard for the nations to follow— 
organised and ill-organised alite.

gave themselves up to a life of 
pleasure. In consequence, from 
being conquerors, they gradually 
became the conquered and the 
Chinese became their masters, 

Having no knowledge or aptitude 
for business, the Manchus could) 
not compete ‘with the Chinese and 
they became pensioners of the Em-| 
peror, from whom they receive! 
allowances. ‘The present-day posi- 
tion of the Manchus is a pitable 
‘one, for they have become $0 poor 
that they are forced to do the low- 
‘est of menial ‘work, even becoming 
rickshaw coolies, ‘They have beco 
a problem for the Government to
